Tasks Performed by 
His Troops in Battle. 
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LONDON, Oct, 18.—Feats of arme un- 
surpassed in the history of war, per- 
formed by the British army in France. are 
described in reports from Field Marshal 
Sir John French, made public in a state- 
ment issued by the official news bureau 
tonight. 

The reports deal with the constant fight~ 
ing Gurilig retreat of the allies from Mons 
almost to the Seine and their driving 
back of the German army to the Aisne 
river, with the gigantic battle there. The 
field marshal uses the most prosaic lan- 
guage in hie description of the great 
struggle and, with the exception of the 
naming of a mumber of men and troops 
for consploueus brevery. gives littie 
praise. : 

He mentions the crossing of the Aisne 
river by the Fifth infantry brigade od a 
single girder under heavy fire of the Ger- 
man artillery a a matter of fact per-

Weeks of Continuous Fighting. 

The first report, dated Sept. 17, calls 
special attention to the fact that from 
Sunday. Aug. 28, up to the present date, 
from Mons back almost to the Seine and 
from the Geine to the Aisne, the army 
under my command has been ceaselessly 
engaged without one single day’s halt or 
rest of any kind.“ 

Further along Field Marshal French 
says: 

“In spite of determined resistance on 
the part of the enemy, who is holding in 
strength and with great tenacity a posi- 
tion peculiarly favorable to defense, the 
battle which began on the evening of the 
i2th inst. (Sept. 12) has forced the enemy 
beck from his first position, secured 
passage of the river, and inflicted great 

loss him, including the capture of 
ever 2,000 prisoners and several guns. 


When Germans Moved Backward. 

The first report discloses that it was 
Sept. 6 that the allies took the offensive 
which checked the German general Von 
Kitick’s advance to the southeast of 
' Paris, and that it required four days to 
compel the Germans to turn their backs 
on the French capital. 

Two days later the Germans, accord- 
ing to the report, were back across the 
Aisne, having lost heavily in men, guns 
and transport in their retreat. Then 
began the battle of the Aisne, which 
lasted for a month and the phases of 
which are dealt with. 

In the second report, which is dated Oct. 
18, Gen. French refers to the attacks and 
counter- Attacks, which were still going 
on when the report was concluded on 
Sept. 28. 

Retreat Covered by Oavalry. 

The dispatch gives details of the retreat 
on Aug. 28 and 2. Gens. Gough and 
Chetwede, with the Third and Fifth cav- 
alry brigades, covered the retreat, re- 
pulsing the Germans with great loss,

Police and Troops Finally 8ub- 
due Angry Hundreds 
After Mile March of 
Destruction. 


[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

LONDON, Oct. 18—~Serious anti-Ger- 
man riots, during which twenty or more 
shope were wrecked, occurred eariy to- 
day in High street, Deptford borough, 
and in Old Kent road. 

The ricting in High street was resumed 
tonight. A large foros of police fora long 
time tried unsuccessfully to put down the 
disturbance. Finally the mob wae dis- 
bureed, but only after several of the po- 
Hoe were injured. 

German bakeries, butcher shops, and 
saloons were stormed by the angry mobs, 
which in many instances pillaged the 
homes of the proprietors who lived above 
their shops. 

Not satiafied with their early morning 
work, the rioters thronged the treets 
gurint the day and despite the presence o 
police and troops made open threats that 
they would raid stores in Bromley ane 
other boroughs where Germans abound if 
they were permitted to open. 


German Stores Badly Smashed. 

During the early morning rioting many 
stores in High street were attacked and 
wrecked. One of them was set on fire. 
The proprietors and their families were 
forced to fee. In Old Kent road meat 
markets were attacked and a confection~ 
éry store was wrecked. — 

The arrival of the police stopped the | 
piitaging;- and m one house, where the To: 
rioters had thrown a plano downetal?s, 
twenty persons were arrested. They 
probably would not have been captured, 
but the instrument jammed the stairs and 
held them prisoners until the police could 
round them up. 


Dock Laborers Lead Rioters. 

The rioting which caused so much de- 
struction was led by 100 dock laborers 
who had been turned out of their lodging 
house to make room for Belgian refugees. 

The men gathered in a German sa- 
loon and smashed the windows and the 
bar. They accused the German proprie- 
tor with having started the rumor that 
two British battleships had been de- 
stroyed. The shop of a German butcher, 
in the window of which a picture of Em- 
peror William was displayed, was 
wrecked next. 

Finally Stopped by Police, 

The noise occasioned by this outburst 
on the part of the laborers drew a big 
crowd and the rioters, reinforced, pro- 
ceeded for a distance of about a mile be- 
fore they were stopped. 

Preeautions have been taken by the 
authorities to prevent further outbursts 
against the Germans tomorrow. 


HUNDREDS BURIED ALIVE 
IN GREEK TOWN BY QUAKE. 


Villages Destroyed, Much Property 
Throughout Country Damaged, 
and Houses in Athens Fail. 


LONDON, Oct. 19; 2:40 a. m—A dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany from Athens says hundreds of per- 
sons were buried under the ruins at 
Thebes, where the majority of the houses 
were destroyed: by the earthquake yes- 
terday. Other dispatches show that se- 
rious damage resulted from the disturb- 
ance at Calcide, Odos, Ermu, Pireus, 
Atalanta, and through Bootia. 

Two Towns Destroyed. 

PARIS, Oct. 18--A Havas agency dis- 
patch from Athens says great damage 
was done by the earthquake yesterday. 
The villages of Kaparelll and Pyri, near 
Thebes, were destroyed. 

The Grecian province of Bootia suf - 
fered most. Twenty distinct shocks were 
felt there. The number of casualties has 
not been learned. Provisions and tents 
are being hurried for these who have

Halifax, N. 8. Oct. 18—The steamer 
Brindilla, flying the American flag, was 
brought into port today asa prise of war 
by the British auxiliary cruiser Caronia. 
The Prindilla was formerty the German 
steamer Washington. It is believed the 
vessel belongs to the Standard Oil fleet. 

The Brindilla cleared from New York 
for Alexandria, Higypt, last Tuesday and 
wae captured the same day by « British 
cruiser. Later it was traneferred to the 
charge of the Caronia, which placed a 
prise crew on board. It is reported to 
have contraband of war in ite cargo. The

Story of the Capture. 

The Bindilla was captured at an unde- 
fined point off Ambrose channel. A Brit- 
ish warship, name unknown, sent a crew 
aboard and then ordered the oll tanker to 
steam ahead until the Caronia was met.

IS BRITISH PRIZE 


The progress of the allies in northern 
France and Belgium is indicated by the 
statement issued by the British official 
press bureau that in the northern area 
the Germans have been driven back mare 
than thirty miles. This is in part con- 
firmed by an Amsterdam dispatch which 
says that the Germans have evacuated 
Courtrai, which is a very considerable 
distance to the northeast of Lille. 

This advance, however, has reference 
only to what was formerly known as the 
French left wing.

At the Japanese embassy it was said 
that no official information had been re- 
ceived regarding the proposed surrender 
of Tsing-Tau further than the receipt of 
a cable message stating that euch a re- 
port had been circulated in Peking. 

The German embassy wae unable to 
throw any light on the situation, having 
heard nothing from the home govern- 
ment regarding the progress of the war 
in the far east and being unable te com- 
municate directly with any of the Ger- 
man representatives in China.

’ Cross River on Girder. : 

On that morning I ordered the British 
forces to advance and make good the 
Aisne. The First corps and cavalry ad- 
vanced on the river. The First division 
was directed on Chanoullle, via the canal 
bridge at Bourg. On- the right the cav- 
alry and First division met with little op- 
position and found passage by means of 
the canal aqueduct which crosses the 
river. This division therefore was able to 
press on, supported by the cavalry on the 
outer flank, drving the enemy before it. 

“On the left the leading troops of the 
second division reached the river by 9 
o'clock. The Fifth infantry brigade only 
was ‘able to cross the river in single file, 
under considerable shell fire, by means of 
a broken girder Of a bridge which was not 
entirely submerged in the river. A pon- 
toon brigade was constructed by 6 o'clock 
in the afternoon.

“Throughout the battle of the Aisne 
this advanced and commanding position 
‘was maintained, and I cannot speak too 
highly of the valuable services given by 
Sir Douglas Haig and the army corps un- 


der his command. Day after day, nigh 
after night, the enemy's infantry. has been 
huried against him in a violent counter 
attack, which has never on any one occa- 
sion succeeded, while the trenches all over 
his position have been under continuous 
and heavy artillery fire. 

“The operations of the first corps on 
this day resulted in the capture of several 
hundred prisoners and some field picoes 
and machine guns. The casualties were 
very severe, one brigade alone losing 
three of its four colonels. 


Advance; Are Driven Back. 

“The Third division began a further 
advance and had nearly reached the ple- 
teau of Alzy when they were driven back 
by a powerful counter attack supported 
by the heavy artillery. The division, how- 
ever, fell back in the best order and finally 
entrenched itself about a mile north of 
Vailly bridge, effectively covering its pas- 
sage.

„I was compelled to change my plans

On the afternoon of the th 
the right flank of the First division was 
seriously threatened. The enemy's at- 
tack was ultimately driven back with 
heavy losses. 

„On the evening of the 19th the enemy 
again began to show activity. After dark 
the enemy. continued his attack on the 
Second division, only to be again driven 
back. Our losses in these two days were 
considerable, but the enemy’s, as ob- 
tained, vastly exceeded them. 

“On the night of the 2ist another vio- 
lent countér attack was repulsed by the 
Third division, the enemy losing heavily. 
On the 284 four six inch howitzer bat- 
teries, which I had asked to be sent from 
home, arived. .Two batteries were handed 
over to the Second corps and two to the 
Firat corps. They were brought into 
action on the 24th with good results. 

“Our expériences in this campaign 
seem to point to the employment of more 
heavy guns of larger caliber in great bat- 
tles which last several days, during which 
time the powerful entrenching work on 
both sides can be carried out. These bat- 
tertes were used with considerable effect 
on the 24th and following days. 


Stop German Entrenching. 

“On the 23d the action of Gen. de Cas- 
telnau’s army on the allied left developed 
considerably and apparently withdrew 
considereble forces of the enemy from 
the center and the east. I am not aware 
whether it was due to this cause or not, 
but until the 20th it appeared as though 
the enemy's opposition in our front was 
weakening. On that day, however, a 
marked renewal of activity commenced. 
A constant and vigorous artillery bom- 
bardment was maintained all day, and 
the Germans in front of the First division 
were observed to be sapping up to our 
lines and trying to establish new 
trenches. 

“ Renewed counter attacks were deliv- 
ered and beaten off, during the course 
of the day, and in the afternoon a well 
timed attack by the First division stopped 
the enemy’s entrenching work. 

During the nights of 27th and 28th the 
enemy again made the most determined 
attempts to capture the trenches of the 
Firat division, but without the slightest 
success. Similar attacks were repeated 
during these days all along the lines of 
the allied front, and it is certain that 
the enemy then made one last great ef- 
fort to establish ascendancy. He, how- 
ever, was unsuccessful everywhere, and 
is reported to have suffered heavy losses. 

The same futile attempts were made 
all along our front up to the evening of the 
26th when they died away and have not 
since been renewed.“

Mre. Barnardiston, who, as the result 
of her husband’s services on the coast of 
China, before long will be entitled to 
style herself Lady Barnardiston, was 
a Miss Sarah Floyd Jones of the old Long 
Island family of that name, which has 
been established on its ancestral estate 
at Massapequa for over 200 years, and 
which was founded by Richard Floyd, 
who came to America from Brecknock - 
shire, in Wales, shortly after the execu- 
tion of King Charlies I., because he found 
the tyranny of Oliver Cromwell and of 
his Roundheads to be intolerable. 

The Jones was tacked on to the patro- 
nymic of his descendants, when a hundred 
years later his great-grandson, Richard 
Floyd, married Arabella, only daughter 
and sole heiress of Justice David Jones 
of the Supreme court of the state of 
New York. The judge bequeathed all fiis 
extensive property on Long Island in the
